A BRIEF HISTORY OF... 

U.S. Navy 13-Star 
Boat Ensigns 

WHAT IT’S WORTH: \ 

$1,000-$15,000 

WHAT YOU SHOULD KNOW: 

“As a rule, through WWII, the Navy made most 
of its own flags at various locations, including 
its Brooklyn and Boston Navy Yards and its 
then-headquarters of the Pacific Fleet, Mare 
Island, California,” says antique flag expert Jeff 
Bridgman. Constructed of wool bunting with 
cotton muslin stars, flags like the one shown 
were flown at the stern or from a gaff or the 
yardarm of a Navy vessel. While the U.S. had 
more than 38 states at the time, the Navy 
continued to use 13 stars on its smaller flags to 
ensure their visibility— and the ship’s American 
identity— on the open seas. The Navy no longer 
makes its own flags, but you can find their 
vintage 13-star examples, often designated with 
“Navy Yard NY” (along with dates between 
1880 and 1912) stenciled along the hoist. Flags 
were unmarked prior to 1880. Fun fact: “Any 
American flag that has previously been official 
remains so according to the flag acts, so it is 
still perfectly acceptable to fly 13-star flags 
today by way of congressional law,” says Jeff.

Ask a Country Vet 

Animal expert DR. TRICIA EARLEY 

answers questions about nervous pups, hungry 
horses, and ducks with curious coloring. 



Our dog, Brady, is 
normally so quick to 
do his business at 
home, but during a road trip 
last year, he refused to go 
at highway rest areas. We 
ended up behind schedule. 
As we’re heading out 
on the road again soon, 
is there anything we can 
do to speed things up? 

K.N., Columbus, IN 


A Think about it from 

Brady’s point of view. 
If he’s great about 
going in the comfort of his 
own backyard, but not so 
much at a rest stop, there’s a 


reason. Many dogs get a case 
of stage fright when they 
feel like they’re on display. 
Try to find a quiet area away 
from people and passing 
traffic. Remember that his 
sense of smell is at least 
40 times better than yours. 
His nose is under assault 
from billions of new smells, 
and he may want to explore 
those instead of taking care 
of the task at hand. Repeat 
familiar commands so that 
he remains focused. Finally, 
limit his exposure to a very 
small area so that he doesn’t 
think he’s there for a party 
instead of a potty. 


Q l’ve had my duck 

for about a year or 
so, and I’ve just 
noticed black marks on his 
legs and bill. I’m not sure 
when exactly they showed 
up. Should I be worried? 

F.J., Carl Junction, MO 


A Assuming the black 
spots aren’t raised or 
scrapes or abrasions, 
they’re likely normal skin 
pigmentation. That dark 
“discoloration” is always 
there but normally covered 
by yellow pigment caused by 
xanthophyll, which is found 
in many common feeds. As 
ducks begin laying eggs, 
they absorb the xanthophyll 
into their egg yolks. That 
means they have less yellow 
pigment to deposit on their 
legs and beak, thus revealing 
patches of underlying dark 
pigment. While it’s probably 
all fine, I would recommend a 
visit to your duck-savvy vet 
to rule out a fungal infection.

Q l’m about to move to a new 

farm this summer with my horse. 
Her new pasture has a variety of 
plant life. Are there any dangerous 
plants I should be on the lookout for? 

M.T., Chester Springs, PA 


A The list of toxic plants found in 

pastures goes on and on, far 
beyond the scope we can cover 
here. The good news is that in a well- 
maintained pasture with ample grass, 
most horses avoid them. Tasty grass is 
much more palatable than weeds. But 
if grass is sparse, a horse will choose to 
eat weeds above nothing. Be aware of 
weeds such as buttercups, nightshades, 
pokeweed, and jimsonweed, which 
cause nasty diarrhea and colic. Red 
maple leaves are highly toxic, especially 
when wilted or dried, causing kidney 
failure when ingested in large quantities. 
Even though it doesn’t grow naturally 
in pastures, the ornamental shrub yew 
can also be a problem. Yew leaves are 
extremely toxic to horses— a mouthful 
can kill a horse within 30 minutes of 
ingestion, causing respiratory and 
cardiac collapse. So as a precaution, 
make sure no shrub clippings make 
their way into your pasture or stalls. 

I would also advise contacting your 
county extension agency to find out 
what weeds are most prominent in 
your area and their recommendations 
for maintaining pasture health. 


Q My six-month-old chihuahua, 

Petey, urinates when he gets 
excited— especially when 
he’s meeting new people. Why does 
he do this? Is there anything I can 
do to help him calm down and stop 
this behavior? I’m afraid to take 
him anywhere, s.d., Denver, co 



Nothing can be more frustrating 
or annoying than having to 
worry about a possible accident 
every single time you take your dog 
on an outing— no matter how patient 
and soothing you try to be. So what’s 
going on here? Some dogs, particularly 
puppies, urinate involuntarily when 
they’re excited, especially when 
greeting a new person. In most of 
these situations, dogs aren’t even 
afraid— in fact they’re typically happy 
and wagging their tails— but their 
enthusiasm gets the best of them, and 
they just can’t seem to hold it. But other 
pups urinate when they feel nervous or 
intimidated, say, when they’re being 
scolded or approached from above. 

This is referred to as “submissive 
urination.” Dogs in the wild will often 
roll over and urinate as a show of 
submission to a pack leader— it’s kind 
of like saying, “I know who’s boss, and 
it’s not me.” So if you find that Petey 
is more terrified than hysterically happy, 
talk to your vet about getting training 
for resolution. But either way, never 
scold a dog for this behavior, as it’s 
completely involuntary and not a break 
in house training, and harsh words only 
make it worse. Always avoid any type 
of body language that your dog may 
interpret as confrontational. In the short 
term, advise your guests to completely 
ignore him and avoid direct eye contact 
until Petey shows interest in initiating a 
greeting. When he’s ready, ask them to 
get down to eye level for interaction, 
and offer to pet him from the side and 
not directly head on. Let interaction be 
your dog’s idea, and let him take his 
own good time. As he gets older and 
builds more confidence, the problem 
will likely subside.

(Sweet Gravy Studio; chickenmanart.com ) and co-owner, 
alongside husband Mark, of an architectural design firm 
(Hovel Design Studio; 678-360-6432). Kelley’s multitasking 
mentality also came in handy when it came to cutting costs. 
To craft most of the white paneling in the house, Kelley 
raided damaged shelving boards from Lowe’s. “I’d ask for 
the 'call’ boards — the ones they take off the showroom 
floor — and get them at really discounted prices,” she says. 
“Some were bowed on the ends, but we’d just saw that 
part off.” The couple worked room by room, and when the 
house was finally complete, Kelley incorporated a mix of 
antiques with finds from salvage sales and Craigslist. The 
only thing missing: cable. Says Kelley, “With three kids, 
two dogs, 20 chickens, two horses, a donkey, a cat, and 
a parrot, we don’t have time for it!”

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NECESSITY IS THE MOTHER OF INVENTION, as they say, and for 

Natalie and Tim Hamm, it inspired a livelihood. The couple, who married as 
teenagers while Tim was studying at Ole Miss, didn’t have a lot of disposable 
income for interior design pursuits. “We would go to yard sales, find furniture, 
and fix it up,” says Natalie. Tim became so good at rehab that he decided to 
try his hand at building things from scratch. “People started asking to buy it, 
and that’s when we decided we should start selling it,” she says. Today, they 
manufacture custom wood furniture and swing beds — built by Tim, painted 
by Natalie — through their company, Hammmade Furniture ( hammmade 
furniture.com). 

In November of 2014, the resourceful couple began construction on a 
self-described “primitive farmhouse” for their family of six — sons Luke, 13; 
Brooks, 11; and Levi, 10; and daughter Skylar, 5 — on 70 acres of land outside 
Oxford, Mississippi. “We’d been designing our dream house since we were 
first married,” says Natalie. After the shell of the house was complete, Tim, 
with the help of a plumber and an electrician, went to work realizing the 
couple’s vision while working off sketches he drew each day. “We never even 
had official blueprints,” says Natalie. Using salvaged materials wherever 
possible — rescued from old factories, churches, and dilapidated homes — the 
couple infused their 3,000-square-foot home with character that belies its age.

Natalie and the kids use the open space, 
once an attic, to paint, while Tim fulfills furniture 
orders at the computer. In addition to Natalie’s 
acrylic-on-wood artwork and a kumquat wall mural 
inspired by summers spent at her grandparents’ 
California orchard, the room is mostly furnished 
with found items (save for an Ikea pendant and an 
oversize scarf “throw” from Marshalls). “If people 
see furniture lying around, they’ll call us,” says 
Natalie. The chair, for example, was a roadside find 
that Natalie deconstructed and re-covered 
in drop cloth.

4 to 5 cups Blue Bell 

chocolate-chip ice cream 

and again with 3 to 4 cups 
Blue Bell pistachio-almond 
ice cream, freezing between 
each layer. Fill remaining 
space with 2 cups Blue Bell 
Dutch chocolate ice cream. 
Cover with plastic wrap 


and freeze until completely 
hardened, at least 8 hours. 

2. To serve, invert bowl onto 
a serving plate. Remove 
bowl and plastic wrap. Press 

white sprinkles evenly over 
surface. Return to freezer 
or serve immediately.
